Those Abroad 
Hijacked 
Plane Return 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - A hi- 


jacker who said he had nitro- 
glycerin forced an Eastern Mr- 
lines jet with 151 persons aboard 
to fly Mm to Cuba late Thurs- 
day. He apologized as he left the 
plane. 


"I'm sorry, captain," the tall, 


slender hijacker said on arrival 
in Havana where six soldiers es- 
corted him off the aircraft. "I 
wouldn't have hurt anybody." 


It was the fifth consecutive 


week that an airliner had been 
hijacked to Cuba. Six commer- 
cial planes have been hijacked 
to Cuba during that time and 20 
this year. 


Capt. Orris F. Firth, 56, a vet- 


eran of 30 years with the air line, 
said he had no hesitancy about 
flying to Cuba when the man 
listed as "C. Washington" on a 
nonstop flight from Philadelphia 
to Miami handed a note to a 
stewardess to divert the plane. 


"The threat was enough for 


me," Firth said after returning 
to Miami with his crew of sev- 
en. "I had 142 (other) people on 
board." 


"I was in the galley when this 


man came to me," said Uta B. 
Risse, 23-year-old German-born 
stewardess. "He asked what 
time we would get to Miami.

said, 'Tell the captain we won't

there. 
Tell 
him we're 


going.' " 


Miss Risse said the man occu- 


pied a seat in the last row with 
his daughter, Jennifer, aged2'A . 


"He had something in a bag 


and held it in his hand. He said 
it was a cap pistol," Miss Risse 
said. "I asked him to come to 
the cockpit. H» said he wasn't 
moving, gthe note said he had a 
bottle of nitroglycerin." 


Miss Risse said the hijacker 


never exposed the gun and she 
sat with an empty seat between 
them. 


"He was slaking and once lie 


cried and said he was doing it 
for his daughter," the steward- 
ess said. "The girl was crying 
and 1 cried and she used some 
tissue Fd given her to wipe my 
tears." 


Miss Risse said there were 


many 
teen-agers among her 


passengers and they were gig- 
gliJig and laughing.

Ford would advise the school 
districts that "it would be in 
the best interest of all con- 
cerned and that it would be a 
positive step for Arkansas and 
for the nation if Negro history, 
black history, would become a 
required subject." 


"If black history were tuaght 


in schools, it would cause in- 
creased respect of Negroes by 
whites," Jewell said.

Dark Glasses Reduce 
Snowblindness Chances 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


If you must spend much 


time outdoors w h e n the 
ground is covered with snow 
you should wear dark glass- 
es, especially at high alti- 
tudes where the sun's rays 
are more direct. This a"p- 
plies to all skiers. Their sun- 
glasses should cut out the 
light coming from the sides 
as well as from the front. 
Large goggles with soft rub- 
ber rims and polarized lens- 
es are best.

lead, manganese or bismuth. 
When the shaking comes on 
only when you start to use 
your hand (action tremor or 
intention tremor), this sug- 
gests multiple sclerosis or 
some other disease of the 
nervous system. Your doc- 
tor should first determine 
the cause. Although cure is 
not always possible, skillful 
treatment can help you. 


Q—1 am a man, 53, and 


am a member of a pistol 
team. When I aim at a tar- 
get my hand shakes and this 
ruins my aim. Will cutting 
ciown my smoking (one pack 
of cigarettes a day) and cof- 
fee drinking (four cups a 
day) help me? 


A—Although acute nicotine 


poisoning can cause trem- 
ors, authorities doubt that 
smoking a pack a day could 
c a u s e them. But heavy 
smoking is often associated 
with anxiety and the latter 
may be a causative factor. 
Similarly, caffeine in moder- 
ation would not of itself 
cause tremors. A mild tran- 
quilizer might help you, but 
all possible causes for the 
snaking should be ruled out 
before this type of treatment 
is tried,

Presidential Art Medals 


has just released the first of 
their memorial medals com- 
memorating the late Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy. It is a 
companion piece to the John 
F. Kennedy medal issued 
during his campaign for the 
p r e s i d e n c y . Both medals 
were designed and 
sculp- 


tured in bas relief by Ralph 
J. Menconi, who also de- 
signed the three commemo- 
rative series on Presidents 
of the United States, States 
of the Union and Signers of 
the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, 


The obverse of the new 


Robert Kennedy medal fea- 
tures the full-face portrait 
for which Menconi is noted 
and the dates of Kennedy's 
birth and death— 19254968. 


The reverse depicts sev- 


eral phases of public service 
in which Kennedy engaged— 
the naval insignia, denoting 
his service as a naval cadet 
during World War II; the 
seal of the Department of 
Justice, reflecting his tenure 
with that department as at- 
torney general; and the seal 
of the State of New York, in 
recognition of his senatorial 
position with that state. 


The seals are separated 


from his most famous quota- 
tion by a broken laurel (sym- 
bolic of eternity), indicating 
a Jife's work left unfinished 
by his untimely and tragic 
death. Historians have se- 
lected this quote as one 
which u n d e r s c o r e s Ken- 
nedy's dedication and firm- 
ness against any challenge. 


Presidential Art 
Medals 


has authorized the striking 
of 15,000 pieces of this medal 
in .999-plus pure silver and 
a limited edition in antique 
bronze. Both medals are 


inches in diameter and come 
in attractive desk holders. 
The silver piece sells for $15, 
the bronze for $5. 


Mr. Harper, vice president 


of the E n g l e w o o d , Ohio, 
firm, advised me there were 
less than 1,000 John F. Ken- 
nedy medals still available 
in pure silver and both med- 
als in a special double desk 
holder would be sold on a 
first-come, first-served basis.

The com- 
ing of Jesus and the celebra- 
tion of His birth is the most 
universal holiday on earth. 
Every culture, every tongue 
has found special, inspired 
ways lo honor the Holy Fam- 
ily of Bethlehem. 


The Christmas theme of a 


young woman struggling to 
bring forth her first-born in 
such humble and stark sur- 
roundings has not been lost 
in any century or country. In 
the dreary, uncertain days 
of the 13th century, St. Fran- 
cis of Assisi charmed the en- 
tire continent with his Nativ- 
ity Scene in Greccio, Italy. 
Here farm animals, herds- 
men from the countryside, a 
couple with their tiny babe 
b r o u g h t alive the gospel 
story of a King revealed in a 
manger. Every family, ev- 
ery household, every couple 
can find in this event the 
joys 
and 
happiness 
of a 


young baby—the lasting sign 
of God's goodness and kind- 
ness to a puzzled and grop- 
ing world. 


In 1742 George Frederick 


Handel joined the traditional 
words of scripture to the 
brilliant notes of chorus and 
symphony to produce the 
"Messiah." Its joyous, lofty 
arias were the product of 
one who suffered from a 
crippling stroke and lived to 
claim the message of Christ- 
mas for his time and ours. 


It seems that just when 


we have surrounded the na- 
tivity story with our special 
emphasis, our regional tradi- 
tions, our personal family 
obligations, it breaks loose 
to spark another expression 
of faith, a new channel of 
artistic 
inspiration,

pretation and endeavor. 


A century after Handel,

The World's Most 
Clamorous Oil Field

the beaut> of the palm trees 
and the waterfalls and the

The K'aM Wilmington field, 


to give it it* proper name, is 
the world's most glamorous 
oil field It has to be. because 
it lies sniac-k in the middle of 
Long Beach Harbor To get 
at 
the oil takes 
off-shore 


drilling, and any derricks 
would be clearly visible from 
the luxury high-rise apart- 
ments that line the shore. 


The city, before it would 


lease the oil rights, insisted 
on a careful beautification 
project. 
And that's 
what 


they've gotten from the field 
contractor. THUMS, an ac- 
ronym 
formed 
from 
the 


initials oi the five giants who 
are co-operating in the ven- 
ture—Texaco, Humble, Un- 
ion, Mobil and Shell. 


THl !«S buHt four artificial 


Mauds as platforms for their 
equipment. Each i« about 10 
acres in sixe. Three are oc- 
tagonal and out, UM? farthest 
away, i* r e c t a n g u l a r . 
THL'IMS calls them 
Alfa, 


Bravo, Charlie and IteMa, but 
JLoeg B e a c h call* them, 


>"fbv Aeronaut Is-

The closest one to shore is

slices of cylinders and cones 
rearing up into the sky. At 
night, three waterfalls spring 
into action, flood-lit 


it cost THUMS $2 million 


lo build each island and an- 
other $6.5 million for the 
beautification. The compa- 
ny's entire investment in the 
field is somewhere around 
$153 million. But it is worth 
it. for this is part of the 
largest oil-producing field in 
the United States. 


Already, 375 wells have 


been drilled on the four is- 
lands, plus another 104 on 
Pier J, a land-based part of 
the same field. The 479 wells 
currently are producing 130,- 
GOO barrels of oil a day. and 
45 million cubic feet of gas. 
When fully drilled, by the 
end of 1970. there will be 750 
wells with a peak expectel 
production of around 160,000 
barrels a day. 


"This is no place for a poor 


boy," 
says THUMS' vice- 
president and assistant gen- 


Viewed from the island Al- 


fa, 
itself—THUMS runs a 


fleet of specially built power 
boats to ferry workers—the 
installation looks a bit more 
like an oil fieM. And yet It Is 
still 
different. 
There 
are 


p a r k l l k e spots here and 
there, with yellow benches 
and bits of greenery. These 
are smoking areas,"and the 
men often eat lunch here. 


The entire island is ringed 


with a planted belt—palm 
trees, 
shrubbery, ground- 


cover. These are automati- 
cally watered and fertilize I, 
with timer mechanism turn- 
ing on the water and liquid 
fertilizer sprays at preset 
intervals. 


The derricks are covered 


with sheet 
metal-and-fifaer- 


glass panels. The "balcon- 
ies" are false, except for two 
which are regular derrick 
"runarounds " The sculpture 
is plywood coverei with gun- 
ite and paintej buff. 


Once the wells are drilled, 


the pumps are set in an un- 
derground cellar so they are 
not visible from shore. This 
is not true on distant Delta. 
"We really don't have an 
audience for Delta," Aggers 
says. 


The expected life of an oil 


field is roughly 40 years. 
THUMS has a 35-year'lease. 
After the field runs dry, the 
four islands may become 
recreational centers.

"The type of 
information which a Cabinet ap- 
pointee must be expected to pro- 
vide and the nature of the pro- 
ceedings within the Senate com- 
mittees depend on his job and 
tlie committee which will con- 
firm him," the booklet notes. 


It offers a forecast for Rep, 


Melviri R. Laird, R-\V'is., desig- 
nated to be secretary of de- 
fense:

Armed Services Committee has 
always required the fullest dis- 
closure by a Cabinet appointee 
and the hearings have usually 
been lengthy." 


The Nixon staff booklet prom-

leaky line. 


Elated by the certainty that 


they will beat the Russian cos- 
monauts to a close-up rendez- 
vous with the moon, the astro- 
nauts were scheduled to ride 
the gargantuan Saturn 5 rocket 
away from earth at 7:51 a.m. 
EST Saturday. 


After 
two earth orbits to 


check out the spacecraft sys- 
tems, they will restart the Sat- 
urn 5 third stage and propel 
themselves onto the 220,000-mile 
road to the moon. 


After 10 revolutions of the 


moon at an altitude of 69 miles 
on Christinas Eve and Christ- 
mas Day, a blast of the space- 
craft 
engines hopefully will 


start then on the return trip to a 
splashdown in the Pacific Ocean 
Friday morning. 


Saturn has flown only twice. 


Vibration troubles developed on 
the second trip but have been 
diagnosed and corrected. 


At the first hint of a possible 


blowup on the pad, electronic 
sensors will fire an escape rock- 
et that will jerk the spaceship 
away from the rocket and send 
it soaring high and far away 
from the scene of brewing trou- 
ble.

great carol was written by 
St. Bonaventure, a con- 
temporary of St. Francis, 
in the 13th c e n t u r y . 


Be that as it may, it is 


affirmed that the carol 
changed through the 
years, and was popular in 
Germany and France as 
early as the 17th century.

Apollo 8 
Countdown 
Is Tense

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— Contaminated liquid oxygen 
was discovered 
today in the 


power-producing fuel cells of 
the Apollo 8 spaceship, threaten- 
ing a possible delay of Satur- 
day's planned blastoff of three 
astronauts on a mission to orbit 
the moon. 


The launch team began drain- 


ing the 640 pounds of liquid oxy- 
gen from the thrae cells, hoping 
to replace it by late today. 


"The launch team still is aim- 


ing for a launching at 7:51 a.m. 
EST Saturday," the space agen- 
cy said. "Work in the next few 
hours will determine if this can 
be done." 


Officials hoped the replace- 


ment could be accomplished 
during a planned six-hour hold 
in the countdown Which is to 
start at 3:51 p.m. The automatic 
hold was built into the count- 
down to handle such contingen- 
cies. 


The National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration said the 
contamination was caused by an 
excess amount of liquid nitrogen 
in the oxygen supply". The nitro- 
gen is used to cool and condition 
oxygen before it is blended with 
liquid hydrogen in the fuel cells. ! 


There was no report on how 


the excess nitrogen got into the 
system. 
,

"This contamination does no 


damage to the fuel cells," a 
spokesman 
said. 
"But if 


launched in this condition, the 
astronauts would have to purge 
their fuel cells more often in 
flight—about once every hour 
instead of every seven hours as 
planned." 


The history-making mission, 


set for • Saturday morning, Is 
fraught with perils never before 
faced, but hopes were high that 
the astronauts would carry out 
their mission to orbit the moon 
and get back safely to earth. 


"The 
mission is justifiable 


and it is right, from a technical 
point of view," said Dr. Kurt 
Debus, director of the Kennedy 
Space Center.

It is difficult to imagine 


Christmastime without 
candles. 


Long before Christ, man 


associated the light of the 
candle with his spiritual 
longings. The Old Testa- 
ment refers to the candle 
often. 


As civilization dawned, 


man came to guard the 
flames he discovered he 
he could make by friction 


Christ 
had referred 
to 


Himself as the Light of 
the world. More, He had 
assured them that each 
Christian was a light. 


The Middle Ages found 


the candle at its zenith. 
Made of tallow, by the 
dipping process, the can- 
dle was widely used for 
light, on up till the 19th 
century.

of life itself. 


The idea of lights on 


the tree is still cherished 
by modern man. One of 
Albert Schweitzer's books 
tells of a Christmas Day in 
a steaming jungle when a 
dying man begged for a 
Christmas tree with can- 
dles on it. 


It is traditional that 


every family in Ireland 
have a candle in the home 
as a symbol of faith, to 
welcome the Christ and to 
invite strangers (who may 
be the Holy Infant with an 
earthly disguise).

Far more than just a 


colorful 
little sticker to 


brighten cards and gifts, 
the Christmas Seal epito- 
mises a mighty crusade 
for health and happiness. 


The Seal originated in 


Denmark in 1904. A kindly 
postal clerk. Einar Hol- 
boell, brooded over the suf- 
fering of sick children and 
tried to think of a way to 
help them. 


As he sorted the heavy 


Christmas mail he was 
struck by the idea of a 
stamp which people would 
buy, use at Christmas, and 
which would benefit sick 
and 
needy 
youngsters. 


The postmaster liked the 
idea, so did the King of 
Denmark, and so did the 
warmhearted Danish peo- 
ple. Soon enough money 
Came in to build a chil- 
dren's tuberculosis hos- 
pital. 


Bissell, who raised funds 
for good causes. 


$300 was urgently need- 


ed , at once. 


Miss 
Bissell, 
having 


heard of Denmark's suc- 
cess with the stamps, re- 
solved to bring it to life in 
this country. 


Some 
of 
these 
seals 


reached America. A Dan- 
ish-American writer, Ja- 
cob Riis, received one on a 
letter. Knowing the trag- 
edy of the disease first- 
hand (6 of his brothers 
had died) he wrote an art- 
icle, pleading for someone 
to take up the cause in the 
United States.

In Europe it is quite 


common for men to kiss 
each other on the cheek as 
a sign of salute, or as part 
of a special ceremony. 


Back in the days of the 


Roman legionnaires it was 
the custom, also. Some- 
times it was linked with 
the plant mistletoe, \vhich 
had always been regarded 
with great respect by the 
ancients. 


A soldier in the Roman 


legion gave mistletoe some 
reverence. If he met an 
enemy under a tree upon 
which mistletoe was grow- 
ing, both men would drop 
their weapons, kiss each 
other and call a truce. Mis- 


tletoe was honored as a 
symbol of hope and peace. 


By the time this kissing 


custom worked its wav 


down through the ages, 
habits changed. For in 
early English history it 
was noted that young lov- 
ers must pick n berry each 
time a kiss was stolen 
from a maid. When the 
berries were gone, so were 
the kisses. 


The ancient clruids re- 


garded the mistletoe as a 
plant of mystery and gave 
it sacred respect. It was 
believed to have the pow- 
ers of fertility, but also of 
national disaster if it was 
ever to touch the earth. So 
the mistletoe was always 
hung high. Many tied 
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boughs of it above the 
doors of their barns and 
houses to ward off evil 
spirits.

Other 
European 
folk 


tales speak of the deco- 
rated trees as having or- 
iginated 
in 
the 
Slavic 


countries; the forerunner 
of this custom was the 
practice of greeting one's 
holiday guests at the door 
with some branches of 
greenery lighted with can- 
dles. 


It is also said that Mar- 


tin Luther was the first to 
light a Christmas tree in 
1530. His intention was to 
memorialize the beauty of 
winter starlight. 


When the use of the tree 


lapsed from favor, it was 
Queen 
Victoria 
who in 


1841 
brought 
it 
back 


again. Victoria was evi- 
dently influenced by her 
German governess, Baron- 
ess Lehzen. 


The official tree, deco- 


rated with baubles and 
candles, was set up in 
Windsor Castle. After this 
introduction, the idea be- 
came 
quite 
fashionable 


again, and the 
custom 


found its way again into 
many an English home. 


Almost thirty years later 


the Christmas tree became 
a holiday custom in the 
United States. 


Today, burning candles 


are replaced by strings of 
electric lights; fruits and 
nuts have been replaced 
by fragile glass baubles; 
and, 
in some cases, the 


green-boughed tree has 
been changed to one made 
of plastic or foil, and much 
to some people's dismay, 
even comes in pink and 
other non-green colors. 


The symbolic use of the 


tree dates back at least 
4,000 years to a time when 
the Egyptians celebrated 
in honor of their sun god 
during the month corre- 
sponding to our Decem- 
ber. This was the season 
of rejoicing and the palm 
tree became its symbol. 


Still another story of the 


Christmas tree goes back 
to the days of Saint Wil- 
frid in the 7th Century. 
Once, as he stood among a 
crowd of his converts, he 
triad to indicate their sev- 
erance of all connections 
with heathen religions by 
cutting down a great oak. 
As it fell to the earth, the 
oak split into four pieces 
an(j — to the amazement 
of the converts — u young 
fir tree with its green 
spire pointing toward the 
heavens grew from the 
center. 


"This little tree," said 


Wilfrid, "is a young child 
of the forest. It shall be 
your holy tree tonight. It 
is a sign of an endless life, 
for its leaves are ever- 
green. See how it points 
toward heaven. Let this 
tree be called the tree of 
the Christ Child." 


Whatever the origins of 


the Tree, whatever the 
legends, the Tree remains 
the best beloved of the 
h o l i d a y greenery. Let 
those who cherish it honor 
it when it is wilted and 
brown by burning it, not 
throwing it away in the 
trashcan.

month, and a spray of this 
tree, with 12 shoots on it, 
was used in Egypt. 


German writers men- 
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tion the tree as early as 
1605. The German prince 
Albert, consort of Queen 
Victoria, introduced the 
Christmas tree in England 
when he had a tree for his 
daughter.
